This being the case how could 
Cbrist have been crucified after 
the legal passover hour, when he 
was dead and entombed the day 
before the Sabbath, the prepare-

— Some people have a love for 
divine things ae far as they are 
agreeable to their animal in- 
stincts and compatible with tbeir 
worldly peace and prosperity, 
and no further, 

— We are often confronted 
with tbe broad and sweeping as- 
sertion that "nothing is impossible 
with Ghd," and the way, and in 
the connection it is often used, 
betrays a woeful ignorance of 
God and Hie nature. People 
using tbe term it would seem, 
expeot God to do something 
rash, and,indeed*He would have 
to do a rash deed to save them, 
if that is the point they have in 
view, andjit most generally is. 

God can do nothing that will 
conflict with His own divine na- 
ture and law. He can no more 
save a man without his conform- 
ing to the^divine law than be 
can lie. People may think they 
honor God,hy attributing to him 
impossibilities, bnt the met is, 
they indirectly charge him with 
things that ought to make them 
shudder. Let us be consistent. 

— The[scriptures which treat 
ot all things pertaining to life 
and godliness, have delineated 
tbe character to which all must 
be conformed who would be in- 
scribed in tbe lamb's book of 
life. We may have the name or 
reputation of being conformed to 
that character, while we are only 
so in pretense, and not in reality. 
Tbe character that Christ will 
confess before the Father is one 
holy, nublameable and above re- 
proach in his sight. One who 
continues faithful, grounded and 
settled in the truth, and not 
moved away from the hope of 
the goepel. This suggests the 
fact that we are received into a 
relation with the Father By onr 
own volition — an act of faith — 
not by any human, agency — god- 
father or godmother — nor yet by 
ignorance or superstition, as a 
substitute for the divine law. It 
is the real and not tbe presump- 
tive that God will reward, and 
we obtain the real only by vol- 
unteer obedience to His word.
